The State of California Recreation Commission in 1949 made 
an appraisal of Sierra Madre's recreation program and facilities, 
and made recommendations of which very few have been put 
in effect during the two-years that have elapsed. At that time 
the budget of the Recreation Department provided $3800.00, 
less than 55c per capita, which, even with additional programs 
such as the Scouts, churches, etc., is pitifully below the 
MINIMUM National Standard of $2.00 set up by the National 
Recreation Association. 

Among the urgent recommendations which have NOT BEEN 
carried out are the following: 

1. —The dressing room facilities at the swimming pool are 

below standard. 

2. —The rest room arrangement there and at the Park 

House are not satisfactory. 

4. —Increase the budget of the Recreation Department about 

$1 '500.00 to about $5300.00 for additional leadership. 

5. —A more adequate swimming pool. 

6. —Youth Center for high-school-age youths. 

7. —A room for the older folks during inclement weather, at 

the Park House.

"And if you have a boy or 
husband overseas, please 
give us his name and ad¬ 
dress," the post commander 
stated. 


The City Council gave final adoption to Sierra Madre’s new 
Civilian Defense ordinance Tuesday night, but the action was 
taken over the emphatic veto of Councilman Noren Eaton. 

Mr. Eaton protested the ordinance that, in an emergency, places 
the police power of Sierra Madre in the hands of Mayor William 

A. Kinney on grounds that it 
“is undemocratic, un-American, 
and vicious.” 

The o r d i n a n c e was intro- 
dueed and given its first read- 
ing by the Council on Jan. 9. 
>>o5 11 designates Mayor Kinney as 

“director of Civil Defense and 
Disaster” and gives him the 
power to proclaim a state of 
; .£#!; emergency in Sierra Madre and 

take immediate steps for the 
safety of the city. It is nearly 
identical to laws being set up 
^' IrSjM in other cities of the county 
and state and similar to the 
ordinance being set up by most 
counties. 

^ Councilman Eaton first had 

I’* ■ proposed an amendment to the 

ordinance, lessening the power 
of one man. His suggested ad¬ 
dition to the law stated that 
“no power or authority by it 
shall be exercised by the civi¬ 
lian defense director without 
the previous concurrence of at 
least two other members of the 
Council.’’ 

He also stipulated that the 
director must call a special 
meeting of the Council within 
four hours of the time of issu¬ 
ing a proclamation of a state 
of emergency. (The ordinance 
as originally proposed stated 
that the meeting should be 
called “as soon as praoti- 
cable.”) 

The proposed amendment 
died for want of a second, 
whereupon Mr. Eaton declared: 

“Then I want to go on record 
as saying that I cannot in good 
conscience vote for this ordi¬ 
nance. I feel that by voting for 
it, I would in effect recognize 
as valid a principle in which 
I do not believe. I do not be¬ 
lieve that any emergency jus- 
iifies any government in de¬ 
parting from democratic pro¬ 
cedures. 

"For 20 years,” he stormed 
“there has been a constant se¬ 
ries of emergencies, some of 
them real, but many of them 
imagined and some of them, in 
my opinion, manufactured. 
Each of these emergencies has 
been used as an excuse for 
some weakening of our form of 
government . . . Somehow the 
impression has arisen that the 
American people cannot rule 
themselves and that one man 
must Jo their thinking for 
them. I do not believe it ... ” 
Mr. Eaton stated that under

Trimming Job 
Ordered For 
Pepper Tree 


The pepper tree in “Hopper’s 
Park” is due for a trimming 
this week. 

City Councilmen ruled Tues¬ 
day that the tree, located in 
front of the Byron Hopper Jew¬ 
elry Store, should be trimmed 
so more light will shine into 
the PE Depot. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
had requested that another 
street light be installed in the 
Kersting Court area for the 
safety of passengers, particu¬ 
larly women passengers, wait¬ 
ing for busses at night, in the 
“almost total darkness” of the 
station. 

Acting Director of Public 
Works Glenn Watson estimated 
a new installation would cost 
$100. But Councilman Alexan¬ 
der Black said a “moonlight 
tour” was made of the area. 
He recommended that the tree 
now hiding the light be trim¬ 
med and further action be 
withheld "until we see the re¬ 
sults of the trimming.” 

Councilman Noren Eaton 
amended the motion to include 
an investigation of the entire 
lighting situation in the Ker¬ 
sting Court which, he admitted, 
has a "blind spot.” 

Removal of a dead pepper 
tree by the PE Depot, the sec¬ 
ond tree in from the corner, 
also was voted by the Council- 
men. Mr. Black termed it “a 
definite hazard” as it is now. 


Survey Shows 
School Building 
Costs Soar

School building costs increas¬ 
ed from 30 to 45 per cent last 
year, the architectural firm of 
Marsh, Smith, and Powell re¬ 
ported to the City School Board 
Tuesday night. 

The architects presented a 
survey of the cost of building 
schools and quoted from sev¬ 
eral different sources. 

As an example, they sing¬ 
led out the General Appraisal 
Company of Los Angeles, an 
insurance appraisal firm for 
many school districts, as stat¬ 
ing school building costs in the 
Southland soared as high as 
45 per cent during 1950. The 
cost increase ranged from the 
45 per cent mark, as a high, 
to 30 per cent, the lowest in¬ 
crease reported.

The Sierra Madre Post Office 
started off 1951 with a big 
month recorded in receipts and 
cancellations. 

Eddie D. Robertson, postmas¬ 
ter, said postal receipts last 
month totaled $6683.80. This 
was an increase of 7.8 per cent 
over the January of 1950, $6- 
200.56. 

In cancelled mail, a 19.6 per 
cent increase was reported for 
last month. A total 237,122 can¬ 
cellations were made at the 
Sierra Madre Post Office last 
month, as compared with 189,- 
169 for January, 1950.

Miss Martha Pritchard has 
underlined a paragraph in her 
copy of the “Annals of Early 
Sierra Madre” which she thinks 
is “worthwhile anytime, but 
particularly appropriate during 
the Lenten season.”

DOWN THE LANE 

In answer to many of the 
questions asked me about the

this ordinance, one man can 
proclaim a disaster. “He is sup¬ 
posed to call a meeting of the 
Council as soon as practicable, 
but what that means, the ordi¬ 
nance does not say. 

"The same man can then 
exercise complete authority 
over the city and exercise all of 
its police powers. He can issue 
rules and regulations that have 
the effect of ordinances; he can 
pledge the credit of the city 
for such materials as he may 
deem necessary. He may even 
commandeer them,” Mr. Eaton 
said. 

“I don't care how able or 
honest the man is who is may¬ 
or,” he exclaimed. “This ordi¬ 
nance in my opinion is un¬ 
democratic, un-American, and 
vicious.” 

In addition, he said, there 
already are plenty of laws to 
govern any situation that may 
arise, all of which have been 
tested by time. The ordinance 
is unnecessary. 

“Legislation of this type is 
the poison by which free peo¬ 
ple die,” he concluded. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
pointed out that pros and cons 
of the ordinances were discuss¬ 
ed at length by the legal staff 
of the League of California 
Cities and representatives of 
cities, counties, and the state 
when meeting in Sacramento 
recently. 

Mr. Barter remarked that; if 
Sierra Madre didn’t, pass a law 
similar to those being adopted 
by other communities, it might 
hamper the “mutual aid” plan 
for Civilian Defense. 

On motion of Councilman 
Alexander Black, the ordinance 
was given its second reading 
and subsequently adopted, Mr. 
Eaton casting the lone “no" 
vote.
